We imagine these two departments are han- 


dicapped by laek of funds and men. If this 
ia tree it should be corrected at once. There 
ought (o be sufficient workers to insure con- 
stant inspection. Our milk supply is always a 
Muree of possible contamination. Not that we 
do Bot have milk dealers who rigidly observe 
the laws and ordinances dealing with their 
work, because we do, but there are many others 
who do not. And it is this class that need the 
ana of the law to force observance of sanita- 
tion. 


According to the report of the state health 


authorities on the situation in Port Arhur they 
found one or two milk dealers where bottles 
were not even washed in scalding hot water. 
Instead they were washed in cold water where 
pollution was not only 
possible, but 
very 


probable. The scalding of milk bottles is very 
important as a means of killing germs. 
The 


milk dealer should be forced to do it and the 
housewife should be educated to do it. 
If 


every housewife would' scald the milk bottle 
before it 5" given back to the milkman it would 
simplify matters a great deal and lessen the 
opportunity for genus to be carried back to 
the dairy and then be spread again to some 
other family. 


Mayor Logan could perform no more im- 


port Ant sen-ice to the community than that of 
building up our health department to a point 
where Port Arthur would be frco from infe«'- 
tinn and discas'e spreading of any kind.
